Griadstone's organ, the Speaker, 
says : " The enemies of Homo Rule, 
despairing of success by open attack, 
seek to divert tlie attention of the I-,iberal 
niiiHsi's from the Irisli i|iicstii]ii, and convert 
certain victory into ruiil,." Stioli cxpi'e.s.s- 
ions coming from llie Lilicral prcjs are sug- 
gestive of a strong alarm prevailing lest tho 
piiriy by M'rccked on the labor diliiculty 
ijefore .Salisbury's trend is known. The 
TinH!8 upholds (Jladstone's refusal to re- 
ceive the delegation, and announces that 
the cH'orls of lalior leaders to extort pledges 
at this stage of tho movement as an ouLiag- 
enus iitlc!nipt La overbear tlie jtulgnieat i>i 
])iirliiinient. This critic'sui docs not 
alioct the satisfaction ot tho Conser- 
vatives over tho f iicy of trie 
leader<, who are now obviously 
liarrassing tho Liberals and attracting to- 
ward the Government a strong body of 
workingmen.

LoN DON, iiiiy 7. — A blue book has been 
liiid on the table in the House of Commons 
whioli is illustrating tho old adago that it ia 
an ill wind that blows noliody any good. 
According to the ligiircs it contains, the 
epidemic of inlliieiizi with wliieli the 
LJiutctl Iviiigdoiii \Vi\A ulllicted, last year, 
has been lurned to good account by the 
govornnieut in the mutter of ta.\ea on dead 
people's estates. The government ia exact- 
ing duty for the probate of all wills in pro- 
portion to tho total value of property loft 
by the deceased. According to the re- 
turns in the l;luo book, which are vouched 
for by the lit. Hon. Mr. Uoschen, oha n 
collor of tlie Ivxehcquer, the probate duties 
of the past year have been S'20,000,000 over 
the rec eipts for tho former year, and no leas 
tlian S'i,oOO,000 greater than tho eatinialo 
made by the fiovernnicnt in preparing ita 
budget for that year. Tho total receipts on 
tT.i.s account have been something like 
f.';t),0(i;),OI)0, a good sluire of which goes into 
the Imperial c.\ch.ci|ner. 'J he Koyid Family 
has beiielitted to a liiri;e degree liy the 
unusual mortality. Additional interest, 
is given to the letmii by the report 
just Issued by I'lof, Thresh, Medical Ollicor 
of tlic County of lvs3e.\', who, upon full 
returns, found that the inlluenza epidendo 
in hia particular county had killed .510 
people, und that 1,100 deaths occurred in 
the flistrict from its indirect inlluencc. Tiie 
Onunciul loss during the mouths that the 
epidemic chieily prevailed, he places at nob 
loss than §250,000, on tho basis of a loss of 
the wages of adults calculated at $3 a weok. 

A .Motlier ricnd. 

London', May 7. — The second wife of 
James Ciurk, a carman, was arraigned . to- 
day on a charge of having caused the death 
of her step-d lughter, aged nine years. She 

was coiiiiiutted fiu' triid and her liusliand 
severely censured for not having prevented 
the cruelties that leil to thu death of his 
child. The evidence showed that tlie child 
was treated with the greatest brutality, 
being often tied to a hanuister and kept 
there seven hours at a streLch. Mrs. Clark 
fre<|uenlly beat her terribly w ith a strap or 
heavy cane, mid often when she claimed the 
girl w;is telling falsehooiis she tied a string 
tightly lihout iier tongue and left her for 
hours to .sillier e.vcnu'i iSing torture. The 
chilli linally gave way and died. I'liysi- 
ciana testiGcd that but for the ill-usage to 
which she was subjected and lack of food, 
tho child would have been perfectly healthy; 

A aiuuclicafer Accident. 

London, May 7. — The reef of Mackin- 

tDsh'.s rubber factory at Manchester col- 
lapsed to-daj-. The factory at tho time was 
full of employes. These were first startled 
by a rumbling sound, as of thunder, and 
looking up saw the roof cracking and split- 
ing. The working people felt their danger 
and rushed for the e.\it, but in an instant 
the roof came down, burying a number of 
people. The air was filled with a cloud of 
dust and debris from the ruins, and the 
shrieks of the suiTers could be beard from a 
longdistance. Crowds rushed to the rescue, 
nn<l the firemen were soon on hand. No 
(iro could be found, anil work was at once 
begun to get the victims out of the ruins. 
Ten iiavc already been taken to the hos|)ital. 
Of the.se three are seriously injured and one 
is in a dying condition. Whether there arc 
any deiul in the ruins remains to be dis- 
covered. 

The lirrnum » r<iivn I'rlncc. 

Ukri.in, May <i. — Crown I'rince Frederick 
William, thelieniian l''.mperor's oldest son, 
was 10 years old to-day, and, in accordance 
with long established custom, became tho 
yonngesl lieutenant in the army, being 
assigned to the First Kegiment of (itiards. 
The ceremony of inslidliiig the Crown 
rrincu was witnessed by all the nieniljera of 
the royal families from all purls of the 
empire. After the I'rince hud taken his 
place in the regiment, the hanpernr beaded 
the troops in a march past the I'^inprcss. A 
grand banquet in honor of the occasion was 
given at the eastle, this afternoon, iit which 
the Emperor toasted his sou and heir. 

SnllHbiiry on Home Itiilc. 

London', May 0. — Presiding, to-day, at a 
meeting of the T'rinirose I^eague, Lord 
.Salisbury said, in part : "I'.iimc I-iule would 
place a hostile island on our Hank, and sub- 
ject ua to infinite damage and a disgraceful 
abandonment of those in Ireland who have 
ever fought for our cause." Salisbury 
cbiimed that his promise of six years ago, 
thnt Ireland would be pacified if given 
general consideration in regard to her ma- 
terial wants, and a firm, impartial and con- 
tinuous administration of law, had been 
fullillcd. The spirit of disorder had gradu- 
ally cowed before the spirit of law. Peace 
had so reatored Ireland that boycotting no 
longer exists. Still there ore men in 
Ireland who have resolved to undo this 
work. " I'ariiell, a:iid the speaker, 
" was a much more formidal)le opponent 
than any man ho has left behind." .Salis- 
bury said he did not know of any symptom 
more menacing than the recent declarations 
of the Ulster leaders tha', they dread being 
]mt under the feet of their hereditary one- 
mies. 'I'lie premier added that although he 
had not condemned the Catholic church he 
had condemned and would always condemn 
those who, holding higli spiritual authority 
and heading a great Biiiritual org Miization, 
used those weapons for purely secular ob- 
jects wherein no spiritual cuncern exists. 
'I'ho Ulaterites, said .Salisbury, have been 
taunted on their passive attitude. Ho did 
not boliovc iu unrjualilied doctrine of pas- 
sive endurance. "1 believe," s iid the pre- 
mier, "that tho title of both kings and 
parliaments to obedience from their 
subjects depends upon ; those^ kings and 
upon parliaments observing tb? fimaamen- 



lal laws and understandings whereby 
they rule. Parliament has a right to govern 
people with laws, but no right to sell them 
into slavery. (Enthusiastic cheering). I 
do not believe in unlimited and unrestricted 
power in parliunienta any more than in such 
power of kings. Parliaments, like kings, 
may take a course which, while technically 
within legal limits, is yet entirely at vari- 
ance with the understanding of tlio con- 
stitution whereby they rule." 

Snotv Storm on the Continent. 

Vienna, May 7. — A anew storm set in 
yesterday morning in Hungary and the 
Tyrol and continued through the day and 
night. The mountain [lasses are blocked. 
On the level ihe snow is a fool deep ; enor- 
mous damage is done to the orchards al 
Ciirinthia, where the trees arc in biia. 

Ilallaii AiiibaNsniler Sails I'ur Xen- VorI<. 

Paris, May 7. — Baron Fava sailed to-dny 
for New York from Havre. During his stay 
ho has expressed great satisfaction at being 
able to resume his diplomatic functions in 
the United .Slates and hi-j great delight that 
the lute diU'crciiccs belweeii tlio two coun- 
tries liud been iiiljusUid amicably and in a 
manner so honorable to both nations. 

A()un<lnncc of <'ercal.s. 

St. Pi-yri-iKSiiuiui, May 7. — The 15ourse 
Gazette (ollioial) says the ijuantlty of 
cereals required to supply the people is 
completely assured, and considerable stock 
of graiu, especially wheat, will bo available 
for export. 

Itelirini: Sea Arbilriilloii ICndricd. 

London, ;\lay 7. — Katilications of the 
liehring .Sea arbitration agreement and 
>iiiiilii!i rirciidi convention were exchanged 
between Croat liritain aud the United 
.States, to-day. 

An Invlur.lblc. 

Di iii.iN, -May 7. — Ivhvard O'Brien, the 
" Invincible," is dead. He was released not 
long ago from ilountjoy prison. 

UuHsia'n rreraralioiiK. 

London, May 7. — 'i'lic Sebastopol corres- 
pondent of the .Standard Sends a dispatch 
to his paiJOr, saying prepar.it ions for war in 
Russia have never been more active than 
now. There is a continuous move of troops 
ef veterans to the frontier of the country, 
and the calling out of the successive cate- 
gories reserved in the interior lias eom- 
nicnccd. The reserves will bo forwarded to 
viirinus points for concentration, where they 
can in the easiest manner reinforce the regu- 
lars in the Polish garrisons on the Austrian 
and (lerman frontiers. Naval transport 
prepurations are nearly completed. 

' ISiiIiviii'.H i:ieclionK. 

Nkw Yokic, May 7. — The Herald's cor- 
respondent at La Paz, TJolivia, cables the 
following : The Conservatives have made 
considerable gains in the election for 
deputies and senators. The electors will 
meet to-morrow for the purpose of electing 
a president and vice-president. It is feared 
that grave discords may occur at any time. 

Tlie Actors' Katcrinlnment. 

New Yohic, May 7. — The success of the 
actors' fund tar surpassed the expectations 
of its luomotera. The receipts last night 
were ;:JO,UU0, making a total of gl lo.OOO. 
It is expected $30,000 more will be realized

¥17.3,000.

CiiiCAUO, May 7 — A morning paper prints

The story is not 
endorsed.

— Rescuing parties 
h ive been out in the flooded marsh district 
all night, and have found six out of tvvcuiy 
families. They have not boen over the 
entire district and do not know whether the 
remaining families are safe or not. The 
damage will be severe.

Pleasance, because that great thoroughfare, 
200 feet wide and a mile long, lies in the 
prohibition district of llyile Park, 
and tho laws under wdiich tho park 
was annexed provide that, the jiro- 
liibition districts shall remain aueh after 
the annexation. Another law forliida the 
sale of liquor within two miles of any 
horticultural, mechanical or agricultural 
fair. Mr. Carlisle advised the board to 
abandon the idea of permitting the sale of 
liquor in tlie Plcusuance, and confine the 
restaurants to Jackson park.

JAl'ANESi: .MAUINE rUODUCTS AT CHICAGO. 

Marine products are to form an important 
item-of Japan's exhibita at tho Chicago 
World's Fair. In thia branch she can un- 
doubtedly show mucli that ia interesting, 
and the Minister of Agriculture and Com- 
merce is tukinK steps to prepare au exten- 
sive exhibit. There appears to be an idea 
-that a market for her marine exports may 
be found in the States. Not only the pro- 
ducts themselves, but also the manner of 
takin^r and curing them are to be shown. 
The ilnpanese cau teach a good deal that is 
worth knowing about the cooking of fish. 

THE " IC.VITKN SHI.MBUN." 

Another journal has sprung up in Tokyo. 
It ia called the Kaiten Shimbun, and its 
chief aims being to promote loyalty, to 
effect reforms in the educational system, to 
labor in the interests of commerce and 
manufactures, and to hasten the conclusion 
of revised treaties on terms of cq^uality with 
foreign powers. These objects are stated 
in tho somewhat stilted language commonly 
employed by editors, especiaUy Japanese, 
in writing prefatory essiys, and have the 
usual garniture of elegant phraseology and 
apposite metaphor. 

During the January-March quarter there 
entered the port of Hongkong G48 steamers 
of n, tonnage of 784,238, 1!) sailing vcs.-3ela of 
a tonnage of 15, 01.'}, and 357 river steamers 
of a tonnage . of 408,771, the total being

quarter of last year of UG vessels and 
52,873 tons. 

THE KOREAN QDliSTIOX. 

.The Korean question is again on the tapis. 
It is rumored that the pemnsular kingdom 
ia on the eve of a generAl disorganization ot 
■ its political fabric; that the Bin family ia 
carrying on intrigues with Kussia; and that 
the faction of the Kai Won-kun depends 
upon the protection of China. The Japanese 
Government, says thia rumor, perceiving 
the gravity ot the situation in Korea, has 
decided to appoint to that country a Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary instead of a Minister 
Ke^iident. Certain generals have been 
offered tho post, but have refused to accept 
it. 'J'he Nippon and the Kokuniin Shimbun 
hotii higlilj- approve the sending ot a Minis 
tcr Plenipotentiary, but tliey observe that 
tho Japanese (iovernuient must make up its 
mind as to tho policy to be pursued in 
Korea, aud that unless this policy is finiily 
aettlr.l onc° f'T all, it will do but little 
good to appoint a Minister Plenipotentiary. 
Tho metropolitan papers urge upon the 
Government the importance ot sulliciently 
guarding the interests of this I5mpire in the 
event of a disturbance in Korea. They 
point with envious eyes to the energy and 
perseverance shown by tho Chinese and the 
Russian Governments in protecting the in- 
terests of their respective countries. The 
Kokumin observes that military otlicors are 
not proper persona to be sent to Korea in 
charge of the diplomatic atfairs of the Em- 
pire. What is really required is a man of 
taot and firmness of purpose. The Koreans 
mu^'t be Avon by courtesy and not by intimi- 
dation. 

COI.USIOK ON THE VANGT.SZE, 

The Kmpress of China ron into a junk 
coming down from Shanghai and cut her in 
two. The junkinen were entirely in fault, 
lor the Empress altered her helm to clear 
the junk, and would have done so hud the 
latter hold on its course, instead of which 
the steersmon on the junk ran her across 
the steamer's bows with tho result stated 
above. The.Empress promptly lowered a 
coujQo of boats and picked up the junk's 
crew, and having transferred them to a 
native craft close by, proceeded down the 
river, 

Ou the occasion of tho U.S.S. Alliance 

ijoing to sea, ;ihe got ou the ground in- 
shore at the iicncl of the ICaatern breakwater 
of Uonykong h-u-bor. .Some surprise was 
expressed at the occurrence, but the Japan 
Herald understands that upon iiujuiries 
having been instituted at nongko?ig, it 
appears that her navigating ollicer, Lieut. 
Mcintosh, has unfortunately becouie color 
blind, which accounts for the accident. 

It is stated in tlie Niclii Nichi that the 
IJuddhisl templets scattered throughout 
Japan number over lOD.OOO, but tliat a 
decrease of two or three every year is tak- 
ing place, while the nuihbor of pricata who 
have become laymen during last year and 
this is reported to have been over 200. 

DISTURnANCE IN KOREA. 
A fracaa between .Tapaneso M'orkmen in 
Jinaen and some Korean coolies took place 
on tho I'Jlh April, and led to a rowdy 
attack ou the Japanese consulate. The 
day after this attack the Koreans held a 
meeting wl;ich was attended l)y six or seven 
hundred men to consider plans for another 
assault on the Consulate. It is stated that 
tlie Japanese Consular body and Japanese 
residents have deemed it necessary to pro- 
vide themselves with weapons, and have 
arranged to combine in case of dilliculty.

THE OOVERNOBSHIP. 

Who is to be the next Governor of British 
Columbia ? is » question that is being dis- 
cussed ia all parts of the Dominion. It is 
generally admitted that the Hon. John 
Robson has strong claims to tho position. 
His ability and his long and useful career 
iM a public man entitle him to the consider- 
ation of the dispensers ot patronage in Ot- 
tawa. If they have as good an opinion of 
the Premier, and set as high a value on his 
services to the province as the public do 
generally, there will be no doubt as to who 
shall be the next Governor of I'.ritish Col- 
umbia. We find high testimony to Mr. 
Robson's worth in two orgaus of public 
opinion, very far apart, and occupying very 
.different positions. One is theToronto Mail, 
iand the other is the Progress, of Cliilli- 
•whacU. The Mail says : 

"Mr. Robson has well earned the dis- 
tinguished honor, having given his province 
long and valuable services. His elevation 

• would be the (irst instance in Canada of the 

■. head of a Provincial Government stepping 
immediately out of politics into a Lieuten- 
ant-Governorship. " 

The following is tlio testimony of Pro- 
gress to the Premier's worth and hia fitness 

\ Jfor the position : — 

"Of tho three most prominent candidates 
whoso liames Isave been proposed to till this 
importunl position, the Hon. John Robson's 
is the most popuhir. There are many good 
and sutiicicnt reasons to show that this 
gentleman is peculiarly fitted for the post. 

■ Mr. Kolisou's long political ciireer and work 
in connection with the province has given 
him an inaiglit into its resources and capa- 
bilities that few men, if any, posiess. Mr. 
Robson is no longer a young iiiiui, and it 
would be a fitting tribute to his acUnow- 
Icdged ability as a politiciim, and to his 
loyalty as a liritish subject, to crown his 
ciforts with such an appropriate acknow- 
ledgement." 

THE LA FONTAINE CASE. 

It is very dillicult to understiuul the pro- 
ceedings in tlie case of Father Cliirouse at 
Lillooet. It docs not appear that ho Was 
guilty of any offence against tha law. The 
:indians, it seems, have been allowed to 
"regulate what may be called their family 
-affairs under the direction of the resident 
vpriest. The girl had committed un offence 
against good morals, which, according to 
the code of the tribe, is punished with 
whipping. Tho priest authorized the 
•pimishment which was not a very severe 
one. The girl offended again, and the tribe 
without the authorization of the priest, 
administered the punishment. If tlie 
second wliipping was too severe, Father 
Chirouae, who knew nothing about it, was 
not responsible for its administration. How 
<he came to be tried for it and punished is 
.a matter that greatly needs explanation. 

It may bo said that tlie first whipping 
•was, under the circumstances, not legal. 
Adnutting it was technically ao, can it 
be cq^uitably considered an assault? Have 
not the authorities been wise in allowing, 
as is alleged, the Indians to pnnieh certain 
offences in their own way ? It seems to us 
tliat it would be just as wise for the magis- 
trates to punish a father for administering 
reasonable chastisement to his children, 
ds it would be for him to call the chief of a 
tribe, or the clcrgynum under whose spiri- 
tual care it is, to account for punishing 
one of its members according to the tribal 
asage. In Natal, tho natives are governed 
according to their own laws and usages. 
The buiiness of the magistrate is to find out 
what the native law or .I'.istnm U, and to 
senlcnco the accused, if ho is found guilty, 
to tho punishment ordained by custom. 
There is wisdom in this way uf ruling a 
semi-civilized race. They understand their 
own usages and they aoqitieaco in tho 
justice of their own puniahments, and hu- 
mane magistrates will see to it that 
improper and undue punishment will not be 
inflicted. We are quite certain that Father 
C'lirouae, of whom Bishop Lemmens speaks 
Eo highly, would not, if he could help it, 
permit the Indians of the La Fontaina 



reservation to treat oven a flagrant offender 
with inhumanity. He would naturally lean to 
tliesido of mercy. That the priest would act 
in such a way as to deserve a year's iniprison- 
r'i<jnt, appears to us incredible. Tho girl 
does not , seem to have been very badly;^urt 
by even the second puniahhienti' which 
Father Chirouae did not authorize. It does 
seem hard that a priest, for bis efforts to 
raise the standard of morality among tho 
aborigines and to preserve them from tho 
vice which is said to be destroying them, 
aboald get no other reward than proscoution 
and imprisonment. 

U'o trust that tho conviction and sentence 
of Farther C/'liirouse will cause the Oovorn- 
ineut to make a rigid inquiry into this case 
and into the administration of justice gener- 
ally in Lillooet. We have heard a rumor 
that an investigation is needed in that dis- 
trict on other grounds. 

BliAZILIAN MEOIPROGITY. 

The Brazilians, it appears, are not satis- 
fied with tho Reciprocity Treaty which 
their Government has made with the Uni- 
eed States. They aiiynhat Dr. Salvador do 
Mendonca, who represented Brazil at Wasli- 
ington, was instructed not to agree to u 
reciprocity treaty unless the United States 
promised that it would not make a similar 
treaty with Spain or I'Inglaiid. It is al- 
leged that, iu September last, Mendonca 
wrote to the lira/.iiian Minister of Finanue 
that if the United States did not m;ike re- 
ciprocity treaties with Spain and England 
similar to that which it was negotiating with 
Brazil, no other country could conpete with 
it in tho American sugar market. The only 
competitors it had in that market were 
Cuba, Porto Rico, .Jamaica and Trinidad. 
When the Brazilliuu Government found 
that the United States entered into thesame 
arrangements with the British and Spiuish 
West India Islands as it did with them, and 
that their reciprocity treaty did not free 
thorn from the competition they disliked, 
they were disappointed, and talked about re- 
pudiating tho Reciprocity treaty, on tho 
ground that Mendonca had exceeded his in- 
Btructiona, and did not make such an 
arrangement aa they wanted. The 
Brazilian Minister of Finance maintains 
that the agreement with the United States 
lacks " moral validity," and that his Gov- 
ernment hoa ample grounds for revising 
the question. It ia si^id that the Minister 
of Foreign affiirs intends to open active 
negotiations for the revision of the treaty. 

It appears now as if Mr. Blaine's boasted 
South American comnu'rcial alliance is go- 
ing to turn out to be no alliance at all. 
The South Americans are beginning to see 
that tho Americans In their reciprocity 
treaties, so-cillod, are bound to take a great 
deal and give very little. It would not be 
surprising if the great Fan-American 
trade conference, about which tliero was 
such a flourish of trumpets a little while 
ago, did not produce any results worth 
talking abeut. 



A FARCICAL TRIAL. 

The Japan Mail seems utterly disgusted 
with the Hetherington afi'nir. It speaks of 
the trial as "farcical," anil, if its descrip- 
tieu is at •all near the truth, it well deserves 
the epithet. Its opinion of the proceedings 
is given at greater length in the following 
paragraph : — 

" The dishonored dead lies in hia grave 
with all his imperfections on his head. His 
slayer, the Court has chosen, against the 
plainest evidence, to accpiit of ihe crime 
for which he was arraigned, and he niuy 
now disregard tho outraged majesty and 
power of the law, for ho cannot be re-lricd 
tor the grave crimo with which he was 
charged, and of which the evidence, his own 
inclutied, showed him to be fjuilty." 

That the Mail does not look ujion Lieut. 
Hetherington as a hero, the following obser- 
vations clearly show : — 

" We most readily admit that great ond 
repeated provocation was given, and that 
Hetherington from hia point of view was en- 
titled to the very fullest sympathy of every 
one paying due regard to the circumstiincen 
with which be was ."^o unliuppily, and for 
some inontha, so hopelessly and so iiieilecli' 
ally contending. In uonsidcring his feel- 
ings, it is nothing that diapassicniate per- 
sons may have come to the coiieluaion alter 
the late revelations have been nuiJe, that 
his partner in life appears to be unworthy 
of the ex'ilted ufi'euticni of a husband of 
ivhorn nothing wrong has been alleged, until 
he committed the criminal act of taking a 
man's life, — a man th;it he luid every just 
right to regard with aversion and anger. 
But if it be as reported — after I'lking the 
extretiie measure of imperilling bin own ex- 
istence by taking the life of tho paramour of 
his wife, be has taken her back to his bosom, 
lis though nothing of any consequence had 
occurred, the shooting of his victim will 
appear to the public to be as little capable 
of being justified morally as legally. The 
two acts will be judged to exhibit an incon- 
gruity incapable of being reconciled." 

Thi.s, no doubt, rep 'esents tho view oi the 
afl'air taken by a large proportion of the 
English-speaking residents of .Japan, ISritish 
and American. Wo are yl-ul to find that 
there aro many Americans who look upou 
the killing of Mr. Gowor Robinson in the 
way in which it was done and in the light 
of Lieut. Hotherington's subsequent conduct 
as an outrage which cannot bo justified. 
This is how the Japan journal concludes a 
long and indignant article on the unpleasant 
lubjoct: 

" We now wash our hands of a wretclied 
and shameful affair that we have felt 
strongly averse from touching, and which 
from its commencement to its very end, 
seems to liave been destined to cover with 
various degrees of obloquy — without using 
even a stronger term— several ot the parties 
concerned." 

The same paper containii letters in which 
thf) writers, while tliey do not palliate Mr. 
Robinson'.s offence, pretest iigaiuat the con- 
stant and syatcniatic vilifieation of which 
the murdered man was tho subject.

Tlie Jury, After Being Oat Myet Three 
Hours, Fall to i '^' ' ^ 
Agree. 



Majority Verdict, Six to Two, Finally 
Glveu for One-' 
Dollar, 



The trial of tho libel case of Davie v. 
Ellis A Co., was lesuDied. at II o'clock <tii8 
morning. 

H. Ellis, colled, deposed that he 'was 
CM of the defendants in the suit. In this 
particular action tho first mutter brought 
forward was tho report respecting tho Bel- 
yea Commission, published on tho first of 
January, 1892 ; witness remembered the 
report. The charge of the reporters was 
with the city editor, who assigned Rathoni 
to " take " the Belyea Coiiiniissiou proceed- 
ing-. The reporter made his notes in the 
court huuao, and, -as usu^U, tnuiacribed 
them at tlie oflU'c ; tlie tninsoript pn.sed 
through the hands of the nij;lit editor to 
the printers, from wlioin a pioof was ob- 
tained, the matter, as conectcd, subse- 
quently appearing in the paper. The niglit 
editor had pdwer to exclude anything 
which he considered detrinientid eitlier to 
public interest or private character. {Hx.- 
hibit of Colonist of January 1SI)2, con- 
taining article lieaded "Tho Critic of the 
Colonist," produced.) The article -.vus 
written on account of statements made in 
tho Belyea Commission regarding the 
CoLOSIST, which Mr. Lawson, tho editor, 
thought should ho contradicted, in justice 
to the paper. It. was in couaeriuenco of tho 
statements referred to tliat this article was 
written und publislu d. Neither tho editor 
nor witness had at the lime seen the 
. parallel column exhibit. The statement 
!^ V; contradicted was in reference to the 
' ' ' " Flamiof; Headlines," which the Attorney- 
General said made the CoLOKisTa paper un- 
fit to be placed before a man's family. The 
article was written simply in defence of the 
. character of the paper. Witness mentioned 
the "Flaming Headlines " as referred to by 
Mr. Davio as having appeared in the Col- 
onist in refpri'uce to the Ilattio May abduc- 
tion case. (I'apers produced showing the 
CoLOXiST " licads " coiiEe-Juti\ ciy, i;i con- 
nection witli the Hatlie May case.) De- 
fendants' only desire in publishing tlie 
article entitled " The Critic of tho Col- 
onist" wan to put tho paper right before 
the publio. (I'ldiatiU's letter to defendants 
in cxiubit produced aad read.) This was 
tho only communication of auy kind re- 
ceived from tho plaintill'by defendants. 

Cross examined— The headiuga referred 
t6 were krtOwa in newspaper parlance as 
" scare heads ;" they wore oaloulated to 
; . give proniiflcnco to the article which they 
^ introduced. " Scare headings" were every 
day headings. In regard to the editorial of 
January 6, headed " The COLONIST'S De- 
famer,'' witness thought that he had seen it 
before it went into the paper. That was 
after the parallel columns had been pro- 
duced in couri' and witness had seen 
them. Was satisfied that it was ne- 
cessary to take the course followed 
to protect tho character of the 
paper. Tho report of the proceedings of 
tho Belyea Commission published in the 
Colonist, contained the statement fnade by 
the Attorney-General. Witness sub- 
sequently asked Mr. Belyea, and bethought 
Wr. Taylor, what had transpired at the 
meeting of the Commission, and these 
gentlemen had said that tho published re- 
port was substantially correct. Did not 
ask the official stenographer; did not ask 
tho judge; did not ask Mr. Davie — there 
was no occasion to go to hini. Was satis- 
fied to take tho responsibility of printing 
the articles which were published. Did 
not remember asking Mr. Taylor to let him 
see the copy of tho otiicial shorthander's 
report. 

Re-examined — I am one of the publishers 
and proprietors of the Colonist, and act as 
general manager of the business of the 
paper. I am not tho editor of the paper; 
we have a managing editor. 

Henry Lawson, sworn, deposed : I am 
managing editor of the pLONlST, and was 
such iu the beginninjr Cl January of this 
year. I wrote the article headed "A Critic 
of the Colon" tho intention being to 
clear the paT>>;rof the aspersions which I un- 
derstood had been oast upon it by tho 
Attor .^y-General during tho proceedings of 
i;he Belyea Commission. The particular re- 
marks of which I complained \vere those of 
the Attorney-fieneral before the Commission 
on December 31, 1891, Tlie allusion which 
most aroused my indignation was that in 
reference to the "Flaming Hcndliaes " in 
the Hattic May case, which were described 
as "disgusting." I thought it one of tho 
worst possible things that could be said 
against a newspaper. It is a rule of ih.e 
CoLONlsr that nothing shall be written by 
the reporters calculated to relltct on indi- 
vidual character or to injure puljlic morals 
or private business. 

Counsel for the plaintiff waived the right 
}■ ' of cross-examination. 

Ernest Miller, called, said : 1 am an arti- 
cled law clerk and student at law, in this 
city— in the oflice of Mr. F. G. Walker. I 
remember the .Slat of December, 1S91; I 
was in Victoria, and was present as a spec- 
tator at tho proceedings of the Belyea Com- 
mission. I was at tho opening of tlio court 
on one day when the judge took his seat on 
the bench, and I remember him speaking 
about tho newspapers. Mr. Davio sl<>"d nn 
immediately tho judge sat down and pro- 
nounced the report in tho Colonist, of the 
previous day's proceedings, an "utter dis- 
tortion." Then ho v/alked to the 
witness box, and as lie was crossing the 
Court-room ho termed tlie report a " vile 
distortion," and having entered the box ho 
again referred to it as a "vile distortion." 
He was not sworn then; he was in the wit- 
ness box some time before ho was sworn. 
I remember tho Commissioner making refer- 
ence to the report appearing in tho paper. 
' According to my recollection, His Lordship 
said " I'm an old newspaper man myself, 
and I am able to see by a glance down tho 
columns tho contents of a report. I was sur- 
prised to sea how accurate a report had 
been made in tho short time at the reporter's 
disposal." I don't know that I had previous 
to this heard any particular paper referred 
to. 

Cross-examined — had no interest in the 
proceedings, at which I was present merely 
as a spectator, and made no notes. Xhe 
matter was impressed on my mind as I 
thought the Attorney-General was taken up 
rather siiarply by tho court. I'do not wish 
to contradict the judge; I am only speak- 
ing from my recollection of course. I can 
easily understand how the shorthand re- 
porter would not take down much that was 
said. A great deal was said in conversation 
that was entirely outside the case. (Extract 
from COLONLST report read.) Having heard 
that report of His Lordship's remarks I can 
■ almost swear that that report is word for 
word what was said. 

A. L. Bolyea deposed to having been 
present at the investigation of bis conduct 
AS police mnglstrate, when tho matter was 



cone into by a. Commissiou under the 
T?ublio EucjU'.ries Act. Was present at the 
whole of the proceedings, except for a few 
minutes ovi tho first day, when he was a 
little late in arriving. Remembered the 
proceedings of the second day of the Oom- 
missiou's sitting, and the remarks of the 
learned Commissioner when he took hia seat 
on the bench. Had seen no other report in 
reference thereto, until ho saw tho steno- 
grapher's report in Court. Could only 
speak from memory, of course, and con- 
aidercd tho Colonist's report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Commission an exceedincly 
accurate one. Witness understood Hia 
Lordship to endorse the whole report as 
generally accurate, especially referring to 
the way in which the documents had been 
set out. Wllen the Commissioner con- 
cluded his remarks— on taking the bench— 
the Attorney-General rose and objected to 
the Colonist's report of the previous day's 
proceedings, complaining very warmly of 
the character of the noport and pronouncing 
It an "utter" and a "vile" distortion, words 
which he repeated two ot three times, once 
at least after he had entered the box, 
but before ho had been sworn. On 
tho first day of tho Commission, witness did 
not think any newspaper reporter was pro- 
sent until about, tho time of adjournmont, 
when one, K ithom he thought, came in. 
The reporter came to him and asked what 
had tiikeii phico, and witness recollected 
distinctly what Im iuid replied. Remembered 
Mr. D.ivio'o evidence, given at the first day 
of tin; present trial, in reference to a certain 
dechinaidii referred to in tlie COLONIST re- 
port (if the ])r<)ccediiigs of the Commission; 
Mr. Davie luul denied t.ho accuracy of the 
report in tliis respect; witnces asserted that 
what took place was truthfully aad correct- 
ly rei)orte(l. Had been asked if the report 
in the Colonist, which Mr. Davie pro- 
nounced falao and inaccurate, was so, and 
had said that it VVBS fairly accurate. Had 
heard Mr. Divvio say that he did not recol- 
lect luivin? cross-examined him (witness). 
During the Coiiimissioii was cross-exam- 
ined for half or tliree-ciuarters of an hour by 
the Attorney-General — ho was asking ques- 
tions, witness was answering, and they were 
arguing. 

To tho Foreman — On the reporter asking 
me ^vhat had taken place on the first day of 
tho proceedings, I told him the Attorney- 
General had opened, Mr. Taylor had aokod 
for specific charges, and that tho. examina- 
tion of May had then commenced, and not 
yet been completed. Tho Commission sat 
about all that di._y, und I think May was 
in the hoK -.vhen the Commission rose for 
luiicii. 

Mr. Fiodwell asked the witness it he had 
told thu reporter that ho liad not had any 
notice of the (?umiiiission until a week 
before. 

His Lordahip ruled tho (luestion not 
relevant to tho issue, and Mr. Belyea left 
tho box, remarking as he did so, however, 
" I did give liiui the information." 

Mr. Wilson put in certain copies of tho 
CoLONial r.Ct before; in exhibit ftod contain- 
ing an article coucel-niiig the action of tho 
Attorney-General in the Fried case, and 
this closed the case for the defence. 

Theodore Davie, recalled, said that he 
could not admit as fair the report of the 
proceedings of the Commission on the 6th 
published iu the Colonist on the following 
day. The report was certainly wrong, 
both as regarded hia (Mr. Davie) remarks, 
and the remnrks of the learned judge. 

After luncheon, Mr. W ilson rose to sum 
up the case [or the defence. The case of 
the plaiiitill'i his counsel had said, was based 
on the statement that the plaintid' had not 
been accidentally niisreported, but that a 
report had been purposely falsified, with 
tho object of injuring tlie Attorney-General 
in the eyes of tho public. Ho (Counsel) 
hoped to satisfy tho gentlemen of tho jury, 
if there had been any misreporting, it was 
purely accidental. Tho court and jury had 
been told at the beginning of the trial, by 
the learned Counsel for tiie plaintill', that 
the case was a most rcdiarkahlo one, an 
attack upon a high [-."IU,; olhcial, 
unparalleled in thii hisliiry of the province. 
Surely his learned friend was at fault; surely 
he had not forgotten the attack upon Mr. 
Justice Walkem; auroly ho could atill re- 
member tho charge agaiust the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands aud Works. Still tho 
case was none the less important because 
just such things had happened time and 
again before. Mr. Bodwell, in presenting 
hia case, had never placed the issue directly 
before the jury. Tho gentlemen of the jury 
had before them copies of the COLONIST con- 
taining nearly every report of what was 
termed the Belyea Commission, but it waa 
not on the contents of these newspapers 
that iudgmout was to bo passed — it was 
upon :lie i-'isue as set forth in the pleadings. 
I'lioae is-uoM were not whether all that had 
been siid in the [lapurs was true or false, 
not whether the reporter had made a mis- 
take or not, hut that tho report was pub- 
lished with the meaning and intention of 
conveying tlie belief that the Attor- 
ney tienerai had committed wilful and 
corrupt perjury, and that the learned Com- 
missioner hud interrupted the plaintitlfor 
the purpose of contradicting his statement 
made upon oath. The reports in question 
being reports of proceedings before a pro- 
perly constituted tribunal, were privileged 
if thoy were, as published, fairly substantial 
and accurate reports. The defendants were 
not bound to give complete reports, they 
were not confined to giving the report of u 
shorthander, in fact it would be almost im- 
possible for a daily newspaper to give 
verbatim reports of such procccedinga. It 
was Bufiicient that the report should be 
fairly substantial. 

His Lordahip: Of course a newspaper 
could not be expected to publish every 
word. 

Mr. Wilson, continuing, held that the 
report published was a fairly substantial 
anil fairly accurate report of the proceed- 
ings of the CominisHiiin on the day in 
question. If tlie jury coiisiclered it 
not a fair and accurate reiiort, 
then the question arose for jJicm to consider, 
" Was it a liliel Were the v/oi\l.i defam- 
atory in the sense the plaintiff had sought 
to interpret them, or defamatory in any 
other sense. Tho evidence as to the 
accuracy of the report was before the court 
and jury. First, they had tho testimony of 
tho man who made the report. A great 
deal of reliance had been placed by tho 
plaintid' on the ollieial shorthander's report, 
which was held up as impossible to be in- 
correct. It was said that the stenographer's 
pencil recorded ovorything that the ear 
heard, and mistakes const quently could not 
occur. While the sliorthander was, no 
doubt, a very useful, eilicient and honest 
official, still, counsel contended, he was like 
other men fallible, and no more certain to 
be correct than any bystander who 
had not taken a note. Tho very 
test was in the experience with the 
stenographer on the stand. He was asked 
to road from hia notes, which were com- 
pared with tho transcript, and in twelve 
lines, a little paragraph of about twelve 
lines, no less than half a dozen in- 
accuracies were detected. How much 
better was the shortluind repoi'.cr than tho 
other reporter wdio trusted to his trained 
memory, and the notes which ho made to 
assist him in connecting his report ? The 
report of tho stcuographei' not only con- 
tAined clerical errors, but the learned judge 
himself (Mr. Justice Grease) had detected 



and correcte.d an error in n most material 
point iu tbo report of certain remarks (d his 
own, — tl'.o omission of tho word "not. 
But— taking the official shorthander's re- 
port and tho Colonist report, — what real 
dilTerenco was there (parallel column 
exhibit shown to tho jury). 'There 
was no substantial differeuce, when 
it was taken into consideration 
that the one report was the work of an ex- 
port making an elfort to take down every 
sound and every word, while the other waa 
made by a man who truated to memory to 
supply tho defioieiiciea in his brief notes. 
It had been aaid that Mr. Taylor never 
made remarks credited to him in tho 
Colonist reiiort, and which the steno- 
grapher had nob got down. Then, why had 
tho plaintiff not called Mr. Taylor, v/ho was 
tho only proper person to contradict the 
report of his remarks '! Evidently, because 
his ovidenco would corroborate that of Mr. 
Belyea, pronouncing tho Colonist reports 
fair aud acourato. It was for the Court alid 
jury to say whoso memory they would place 
reliance on. Ho did not wish, or purpose, 
to attack Mr. Davie, but he would attack 
Mr. Davie's memory. Tuking tho evidence 
of tho young man Miller, who gave tinio, 
place and circumstance, and who awore 

Eoaitively to the worda "vile distortion" 
aving been used; Rathom also sworo to the 
expression having been made use of; so did 
Mr. Balyeu. Against this norrob>rating 
teatiniouy, there was the ofiSoial short- 
hander's report, and — Mr. Davie's niemoiy. 
When the plaintiff waa in tho witness-box, 
had ho ttuawered one question -put in cross- 
examination in a fair, straiglitforward 
nuuincr '.' Had not his whole object whilo 
in tlio box apjiarcutly been to use his skill 
lis an advocate, and not his knowdedgo as a 
witness'; The phiinlilY said that perjury 
had been imputed to liiin; this had not been 
li'Uie. Exaggeration, mia-statenieut and 
ini\00lU'acy had been eliarged, but not per- 
jjiy. if ^I'o !V[)ort published in tho news- 
paper was wrong, it Wi;s in no sense of tho 
word a defamatory libel. It una vi.ry likely, 
indeed, that the report should contain 
some inaccuracies. Different people, all 
interested and taking part in a case, were 
very liable to interpret what thoy heard 
differently, and could a press reporter, whoso 
sole duty waa to attend on enquiry having 
no interest for him and make a fair and de- 
Lout report of the proceedings, bo reason- 
ably expected to bo infallible ? As to the 
testimony given by the Hon. Mr. Justice 
Crease from tho bench at the present trial, 
it was possible that the learned Justice's 
memory might ho mistaken. Taking tho 
article, "The Critic of tho Colonist," an 
error had no doubt been made, an uninten- 
tional error, in saying that Mr. Davie was 
on oath and in the witness bo.x. Tlie mis- 
take was one iu reporting, and naturally the 
editor took the word of his own servant, no 
other or more reliable source of information 
being available. And, in the article, no in- 
ference of perjury could hi naturally drawn 
from thn Vvords niado use of. It 
might truly be alleged that the 
remarks were strongly colored— with tho 
feeling existing between the plaintiff' aud 
tho defoudunts it was not to be expe cted that 
thoiroploionsof each other would boexpresacd 
in the most complimentary 'language. Mr, 
Davie's choice of the words "vile distortion" 
showed that he know how to be uncompli- 
mentary. But there was not the slightest 
inferenc* of perjury. (Counsel hear read 
the editorial article to the jury, in order 
that they ndght no e its language aud con- 
tents) Coining to the further complaint, 
theie naa no donbt that tho Attorney-Cen- 
eral was on hia oath when he referred to 
the "Flaming Headlines" and sensational 
reports in the paper. The defcndanbs claim- 
ed that plaiutitf used tho word Colonist, 
and that they were Justified in replying. 
Tho only evidence that the word Times was 
used at all, was tho report of the steno- 
grapher; Mr. Rathom swears that it waa 
the C'OLONIST that was referred to; 
Mr. Miller also swears it was tho 
CoLONL-iTj 80 docs Mr. Belyea, and 
Mr. Davio himself said that he intended to 
say and tliought he had said Colonist. In 
fact, so sure was he of it that ho changed 
tho word iu the shorthander's report when 
he was reading tho proof iu the Government 
printing office. Against all this, there was 
simply the evidence of Mr. KUiott, tho 
shorthand writer, the number of inaccura- 
cies in whose report read during the trial 
had boon a surprise to the learned oounseL 
If the jury were satisfied tliai the word 
Colonist was the word that was meant and 
used, It would be for them to say whether 
the attack did not merit a reply as strong if 
not stronger than that made by tho editor 
of the CoLo.s'isT. (Authorities were here 
quoted bearing on tlie point.) In regard to 
the plaintitl' s justitication fur terming tho 
headings in the Hattie May case " L'huning 
Headlines," what was there in them 
either pernicious or disgusting Display 
headings were common in the best 
newspapers of the day, a?vl were neither 
pernicious nor disgustiug. The Attorney- 
General had gone out of bis' way to malign 
the Colonist and this time he certainly was 
on oath. (The various headings were read, 
in order, to the jury.) These wero only 
refer red to as showing that there wa.s noth- 
ing in the headings to justify the attack 
made by the plaiiitiir upon tho Colonist, 
and against which the dufeudauta had under- 
taken to defend themselves. The Attorney- 
General had made no attempt to write any 
letter to the Colonist except the one that 
had been produced in court, o letter of tho 
most violent and peremptory charr.eter and 
bound to get tho ireatmeno it received. 
The piaintitr did not ask for any publication 
of explanation or contradiction. Instead of 
that he chose tho time when he was privi- 
leged to attack the Colonist and run no 
risk of having proceedings taken against 
him for libel. If the jury should de- 
cide that there had been ony libel 
there were many things to be taken into 
consideration in apportioning tho damages 
to be allowed the plaintiff, a gentleman 
who abused the privilege of tho witness box 
and his position as Attorney-(!encraI to 
attack a paper wilh which lie was not on 
friendly terms ; who at the same time, was 
energetically promoting the establishment 
of a rival paper ; and who hud taken tho 
action that tho Hon. Theodore Davio had in 
tho Fried and Belyea mattera. 

Mr. Bodwell, in addreaaing tho jury on 
behalf of plaintitl, again presented the ca8« 
as one of more than ordinary gravity and 
importance, entitling it to the most careful 
attention and o insideratiou. There had 
been a constant, istudious and persistent 
attempt to draw the jury from tho main 
issue, and drag in irrelevant matter 
which should never bavii been ad- 
mitted at all. The learned Counsel for 
tho deftmdauta, in bis remarks, had fallen 
into the same fault that his clients had, and 
misrepresented wliat had been said in tho 
witness-box. All the .efforts of tho de- 
fondants seemed direoted to tho one object 
— attracting attention frniti tho main issue. 
The plaintitrs complaint was founded on 
two grounds — the misreporting of the re- 
marks made before the Commission, and 
tho publication of articles based nn those 
false reports. The accuracy of Mr. Davie's 
statements, said to have been made on his 
oath, were challenged in the leading edi- 
torials, which were so written that any man 
reading tho paper could arrive at no othur 
conclusion than that the Attorney-General

No fairer, more honorable or more 
atJiaightforward e^vplanaliou of hoiv the en- 
q-uiry came into existence could be imagined 
than that giveu by the Attonsey-Genural at 
the opening of the Commission and reported 
of course by the ollieial atonographer. The 
Attorney-General was right in jironouncing 
tho report an utter failure— an utter distor- 
tion. Tho defendants claimed tliut the 
plidntifl" had attacked them; it wan tho 
other svity. The paper w.s the aggressor; 
its whole report was an tttaek upon him. 
He (coun-jel for llie phtiatill') did not rest 
Ilia CU3U ^ipon any ([uibbie of words, he did 
not aay whellier "utter" distortion (u- 
" vile " distortion waa used. The gist of 
the miRleading report -was that Mr. Davie 
went so far, on his oath, that lie, wan cor- 
rected by the loarnedgudgo, who endorsed 
the ac3uraoy of tho report. Hero was where 
the misrepresentation was complained of. 
Again, when Mr. Davie was exphdiiing his 
position in the Fried ease, and said tliat lie 
dill '.Kit tliink he ehould do anything in his 
olUcial capacity ihat could lend encourage- 
mtiil to this detrimental class of scnantional 
journaliani to w liich ho referred. A great 
elfort had been made to defend tlio head- 
lines published in the Colunm.st; he (coun- 
sel) could see nothing particular in them, 
and thought that "tho reporter, the city 
(xditor and the night editor" might havo 
been much better employed in presenting 
some of the atirring events of the 
times than in'devoting their energies and 
genius to the conatructioii of headings to 
call particular attention to the appearance 
of this unfortunate girl in the police court. 
It was useless for the learned counsel to say 
that the >chargo of false swearing had not 
been made. Whatever else could it mean 1 
The whole plan of detenco had been to in- 
troduce subjects having no bearing what- 
ever" on tho iaauo, only euggcsting further 
libels and fresli insults. From beginning to 
end it was a mulieious att:eiiipt to injure 
the Atticirney-ticneral. Tho defendants had 
gone far beyond the limit of privilege, and 
be asked the jury to fiiui frjr the plaintiff. 

His lordship, in charging the jury, spoke 
briefly. He first referred to tlie eclitnrial 
headed," "A Critic of the Coi.o.nist," in 
in wliich it was ([UolcJ and repeated 
from a report in a previous issue 
that Oho Attorney-General had made certain 
btateinenta upon his oath. This was con- 
tradicted by the evidence throughout, tiie 
testimony showing that .plaintiff had not 
bciMi Hworn when tho conversation ocoui red. 
liricSy-referring to Rathom's explanation o, 
lioiv his notes were taken and exlendeil, 
I lis Lordship said that iu tho face of the 
evidence, the reports could not be acccptcil 
11.1 aocurate. Iu regard to the "Flaming 
Headlines," they Certainly had not struck 
him as being what he had been led to ex- 
pect by the remarks of the Attcrney- 
Geueral. It was possible that they might 
give nffenee to some, but he certainly did 
not think they could properly bo referred 
to aa disgusting. In this point the inueudo 
had not been [iroveil as laid. Mr. Wilson 
Wits right in saying that had statements 
not the truth been made uiiun oath bi'fore 
the Commission of lOnquiry, it would not 
lie purjury in the strict techuicd sense. 
Still, the only possible coiieluaion to be 
drawn was thai Theodore .Davie was utterly 
umvorthy to be believed on oath. 
If the jury found this, no doubt it was a 
libel. With regard to the stenographer's re- 
port, it would, of necessity, be an accurate 
r-eeord of the words spoken. In regard to Mr. 
Justice Crcise's endorsation of the report, it 
was denied by His Lordship, who was cor- 
roborated in every particular by the steno- 
grapher's report. Even if the defendanta 
were entitled to retaliate to some o.xtent, 
they were not entitled togotoofar. Noone 
had a rii;lit to revenge himself by taking tho 
law into his own hands; it was a violation of 
the rights and principles of society. In cou- 
oluaion, Ilia Lordahip regretted that journal- 
ists should adopt tho methods and terms of 
argument which seemed so common when- 
ever thoy had occasion to refer to each other. 
They might, in this rbspect, learn something 
from their brethren of tho bar. They did 
not come into the Court, and day ; "My, 
Lord, this ignorant blockhead bos come for- 
ward and said something which I must 
ilutly contradict." No, the members of the 
bar would say : "My learned brother's state- 
ment of tho case, I niuat respectfully siib- 
mit, ia not good law." 

Tho case w.is left with the jury at 
i-:M p.m. 

Tho Jury returned at S:30 p.m. 
Upon being aakeil by the llcgistrar 
whether the jury had agreed upon tlieir ver- 
dict, the foreman replied, " \Ve have not, 
Mr. Registrar." 

Hia Lordship : Are six of you agreed upon 
any verdict ? 

Foromau : No, my lord, not ut the present 
momcut. 

His Lordship : Don't you think it an ob- 
ject that all the time of tho witnesses, and 
all the dmo of the counsel, and all your 
time, has hem thrown away? Don't you 
think tlin^:, by u Itttlo more conaideratioii, 
it is possible that you may come to a ver- 
dict ': 

Foreman ; t am afraid not, my Loril. 
Wc havo been d".li,itiiig over since yi;air 
Ijord.ship went. I am afra.id we cannot 
reach a concbision, — at least a verdict, sucli 
a sattsl.ictory one as you will accept. 'J'hat 
is to .say, ive ciLniiot reach, as you informed 
nio, a statutory majority of the jury. 

His Lordship: Well, you know, Mr. Bod- 
well, I have got perhaps three eoursea to 
adont — I may either ask the gentlemen to 
consider a little iroie, and come back here 
at 12 o'clock — f cannot taken verdict to- 
morrow, or J can lock them up till .Monilay 
ID o'clock, or 1 can disi'hargo them with- 
out a verdict. None of the three courses 
aro very satisfaelory. (To jurj'.) Uori'l 
you lliiiik that by a lill,!e uiuri: -.jouver.sa- 
tfon uriiong,'--,t y (;ursi;l ves — I iloii't know 
whether you have bad any refre.shmoiil — 
siippoaing you were to have souie dinner, 
and talk it over, don't you think you could 
come to some ogrcement 

Foromii.n: V\ o exercised, my lord, that 
precautionary measure, hoping timt would 
nave tho desired effect, but wiLhoiit result. 

Hia Lordahip : Before I left, I directed 
the sherilV to allow you to have refresliiiieril 
in order that it might soften your souls. If 
I were to keep you here till 12 o'clock, pra- 
bably you mij;lit still bo of tho same niiiid. 

Foreman : .My rcsea robes thus far have 
led me to the concluaiou that it would bo 
impossible to reach a conclusion almost 
with this jury. 

Hia Lordship ; Vnu aay " almost V" 
Foreman: Well, I may say entirely im- 
possible. 1 havo exhausted all my poivors 
of porsuasion, but without auocoss. 
His Lordship; What I desire ia to get rid 



of tbe case. I want a verdict, aomehow or 
other to bo come to. 

Foreman : Some of the jury, my lord, de- 
sire to know if they oan bring in a qualified 

verdict 7 

Hia Lordahip : What do you mean by a 
jualificd verdict ? 

Foreman : Well, a sort of combination of 
innocent and guilty, so to speak — well, I 
must qualify it in this way — that there may 
havelbeen something— ■ 

Hia Lordship ; You may aay- what somo 
of the gentlemen think; without -expressing 
your own opinion,. -i; *^ .. - y 

Foreman I' .'Well; some of the ^ontlenien 
seem to think that some of the articles were 
of aaufSciently libelloua charaoter to warrant 
their deciding thorn, in giving a, 'verdict to 
tho extent that thero was a libel, Some, 
again, not only think that, but they think 
that it was not devoid of provocation, and 
that if they could iu Bomo way bring in the 
provocation aa part of the verdict which 
they might agree upon, perhaps a statutory 
majority might agree tiiat t!;ey could bring 
in a veediet something of that nature. 

Hia Lordship ; That is exactly what you 
can do, geiiflemen. Vou can luing in a 
verdict tor ^:l(l; that will show that, in y<i\ir 
opinion, it was a libelloua articdo, but at 
the same time it will show that, in j-our 
opinion, tho plaiutiif has been guilty of such 
conduct as to bring it upon hiiiiKelf. You 
can do that, or you may either bring in 
aubatant ial ilaiii.iges, or yen nray bring in 
what they call eimtemjit uous lUunagt.'S. 

Mr. Wilson: Your lordahip willpar<lon 
me for interposing now, hut I resp; ct[iil!y 
except to tlial direction, that if the jury 
cannot agrei; ,i3 tliey alale, if thero is a ile- 
aire among them to l.i irii; in a ipialilied ver- 
dict, as I umleralaml frorir tbe loreman it is 
not a tpialified verdict that propoaes to 
carry damages, if 1 understand the fo.o- 
nmu's idea rightly. 

His Lordship ; Look here, you see this 
book'; Tf v'ou do not believe what I a;iy, 
will you believe what Mr. Odger aaya ': 
What I say is really the law — The jury may 
cither give swinging damages or they may 
give, what ia called in law, contemptuoua 
damages. 

Mr. Wilson : But §10 would not bo con- 
temptuous damage's. Thoy may also bring 
in a verdict f(jr the defendants. 

His Loi dbhip— (.'ertainly. Those are the 
three things you can do, if a majority of 
the jury say that this was liliellous matter, 
but do not think tho action ought to have 
been brought, then tliey can give what ia 
call contemptuous damagca. Now, I think, 
lean fiud out the words. It dare aiy (to 
counsel) you know the p.igea belter than 

I do. 

Mr. liodwell : But, my lord, if the jury 
are aatistiud that, on any of the ar tielLS, a 
libel has been published, they aro bound to 
bring iu a verdict for the plaintill'. 

Mr. Wilson : If a majority arc satisfied. 

Hia Lordaliip : No dnubt, if a majority 
are sati.slicd that there is a libel, tliey n.Uct 
bring in a verdict for the plaintifl'. Iu fact, 
I almost withdrew one of them from the 
consideration of the jury. What I did Mas 
this, gentlemen, — 1 left both llie art'clea to 
you, but I did not conceal from you my 
opinion that, us to one of the inattera com- 
plained of in the statement of claim, I 
thought it hardly amounted to a libel, but, 
if I recollect, Mr. Wilson, I left it entirely 
for tbeni to say whether tho articles were 
libelloua or not. 

Mr. Wilson: It seema to bo a shamo to 
keep these gentlemen after the two days 
spent in disuuasing the thing, and probably 
the better course would be to discharge 
them und lot them go. 

His Lordship: "Noi 1 cannot allow all our 
time to go to waste. 

Mr. liodwell: But, my Lord, if tho jury 
arc perfectly satisfied they cannot agreu 
upon a verdict, why should wo keep them 
here, and the court aa well? 

His Lorilsbip : l>iit I rather think they 
aro not (juite aatislied. The damagea which 
a jury may a\vai-d a plaiutiif may be either 
contemptuoua damages or nominid damagca, 
or HubsLaiuiai daniiigus or vindictive dam- 
ages. Coi'itemptuoua daitiagea are awarded 
wlicn a jury consider that tho nctioii should 
never have been brought. The defendants 
may have just overstepped the line, but tho 
plaiiititr ia also souiewliat to blame in tlio 
matter, or has rushed into litigation uu- 
neceaaarily, ao he only recovers a farthing 
or a shilling. I am reading now in my edi- 
tion from page 2!)l. "Nominal damages 
are generally awarded on a compromise 
where the plaintiff haa not suffered any 
special damage and does not desire to put 
money into his pocket. He has cleared hia 
character and ia concent to accept -10 aliil- 
linga. Substantial damages are awarded 
where the jury gerieiisly endeavor, aa men 
of buainess, to arrive at a figure which 
will coinpensate the plainlilT for the injury, 
he has sustained. Vindictive or retribu- 
tor}' or (exemplary daniagea are awarded 
where the jury desire to mark their sense 
of the defendant's harsh and unfeeling con- 
duct, by lining him to a certain e.\tent." 
The view the jury seems to take, Beerus to 
fall uruler one or other of these. You may 
awaril a farthing or -IU shillv-g-', or as 1 
said siiiiie lime ago, SKI, or you maj- award 
coutemiituous d:unages, ami they art: where 
the jury eoiisitlcr the KCtiou shoulil never 
have liueii lirought— tlui I tho defend- 
ant lias just oveiHteiiped the line, 
but that the jdaiutilV also, is Nome- 
what to blame in the matter. If you think 
it ia a libel yim iWi: hound, according to 
your oaths, to say it is a libel, and, if it is, 
then give such damages as you think fit. 
Nominal daniagcs are generally awarded on 
a compromise where the plaintiff haa not 
suffered any special damage, and doe:i not 
desire to put money into hia pocket, and I 
do not suppose that is the desire iu the 
present case. >Jow, if you think that that 
throws any light on Lliu r.iiljjiet or tiaaista 
you at all, juat retire und oonsider it again, 
.\Ir. l''orenian — do you mind? I fio not 
think it is rigkt to send thoiu in tho book. 

Mr. Boilwell : I would like to havo tho 
jury remember 

Mr, Wilson : I'arilnii mo, I think tho 
course which I ailopted upon a former 
occasion uboiild he allowed to wait till the 
jury retired, and then take formal ex- 
ception. 

Mr. BodwflU : Tho vory closing eeiitonco 
of my friend that all this was not 
worthy (sic) of any damages, was libellous. 

Ml-. Wilson : I beg your pardon, I never 
Siiiil it. 1 knew this controversy would 
arise, and 1 expected them to aa;.' that. 

).Ir. Bodu'ell : He said he v.'as not worthy 
of any damages on aeconut of bis conduct. 

II the jury find a verdict that tliis ia a libel, 
I submit to Your Lordship that they cannot 
now brinf* in a verdict for contemptuous, or 
even nominal 'Inn iigoo. 

His Lordship : 'J'hat is entindy for the 
jury. (To jury) — This is a book which both 
those gontlcrricn have got in their hand. I 
have road to you a atalenieiit of tho law. If 
you think it ia a libel —and you havo got 
your catha to consider — you aro bound 
to say ao. Don't you aco, I 
must say so — ynu really must 
pay some attention to your cjaths in that 
way, you are sworn. Unfortunately, it niuy 
bo a vory serioiia duty for you to perform, 
but atill you have consoicntiousucss, and 
you cannot clear your souls aa regards that. 
As to damages, lhafc ia entirely in your 
hands, and (concluded His Lordship, 
Bmiling) I beg of you not to believe, what

Grand Boahaw wius 
a little black pony from Barbary, bcauti- 
fiil to the eye, but useful only lus a amldle 
hack, .lustiii Mor^jiui w.as not bred for 
trotii Jig purposes, mid he was noted more 
for hi:, pulling matches and his fjuavter 
races than for his trotting capabilities. 
Neither of them could trot under four 
minutes. 

imported liellfounder i.s the only horse 
ever lirouglit to this count ry tli.at liad tlie 
irolt-iug lialiit lixed. lie liidonged lo tin; 
li.ackney or ro.ailst er breed of I'liiLjland, ,'irid 
pr(tvioiis to liis iiiiporlation in jS-jTj liad 
trotted two miles in six minutes. He knew 
nothing but trot. 

From the.so uiiproniisim> beLcinnings on 
tlie common mares of t his country witliin 
the sp.-iee (if three oiiarters of a rciitiiry 
Americiin lireeilers h.ave evolved t!ie swift- 
est harness horses in tho history of the 
equine race.

Some thoroiighlirtds, esiH'id.ally import- 
ed Mes.-eiiger. Ii.avi- sliowii a special ajiti-

Groupa of blue atars, amall 
diamonds iu light-red, br(d;en stripes in 
heliotrope, and tiny dark-bluo vines are 
among the ."avorito designs, tho grounds 
being alwayu white. Ginghams are seen 
in all colors and in striped, floral, and 
conventional patterns. 

Wash dresses are made up with such 
care nowadays that they may very ap- 
jiropriately be wom upon the street. Only 
the very light-colored ones need launder- 
ing, so that on the majority of such 
gm^ ria trimming may be uaed plentifully. 

Despite the gre.at number of high 
novelties now approved by Fashion, 
camel's-hair is as much appreciated as 
ever. A very rich looking fabric has a 
c;.'.niel'a-hair back-grounding in any of the 
leading hues, ligured with short curved 
and diagonal lines of white silk and 
bordered with a number of wdiite corded 
lines. There is also a wdiite camers-hair 
marked with broken stripes in colors, 
and an equally pleasing fabric ia a 
camel's-hair aergo with a changeable 
ground, displaying a design in colors 
that barely suggests flowers. 

Changeable eflects aro seen in China 
and other summer silks. For afternoon 
wear at a fashionable country or sea-side 
resori, a cliaiigeablo tail'eta, illuminated 
with Limisino stripea will be exception- 
ably appropriate and will uaually be made 
up by a very aimple mode, with or with- 
out added garniture. 

Navy and steel blue, Russian-green 
and other dark-ground crepoiis aro 
brightening with garlands of llowors in 
Persian oolora and with convontional leaf 
patterns in white. These goods make 
oxccp'ionally stylish walking toilettes. 
Crocodile cropons aro very coaraely 
crushed and closely lesomblo the akin of 
the reiitile after which they are named 
These goods are disjilayed in light and 
dark colors, and mako up very gracefully. 
A shadowed cropon presenting a striped 
ollcct is indeed very pretty. A handsumo 
sample in gray shows every ahade of the 
color, from a grayish-white to the deep 
est tone of gray. A costume of this 
material will prove especially becomin 
to a tiill figure. 

Truly wonderful laces are displayed in 
the sliops to tempt admiring womankind. 
Most of the white laces aro perfect copies 
of tlie old hand-wrought varieties pro- 
duced by the jiatient workers of by-gone 
centuries. The rich, creamy hue of old 
lace is imparted to some of the modern 
creations of the loom. 

Foremost in the list of white Lices 
sl.anda the much admired guipure de 
( I line, which, if combined with oriental 
lace, may bo used very successfully in 
edgings and llouncings. 

Tlnai there is point d'Alenoon, a soft, 
creamy lace devoted to the decoraiion 
of very dressy gowns. At the edge, mid 
for some distance up, the laco ia heavily 
wrought, and above this the net is more 
sparingly ligured.

A 
demi-llounco of the lace is disposed in 
box-plaits and gathers about tho bottom 
of the dress, and u])on each box-plait is 
tacked i'. rosette-bow of mode gro.sgrain 
ribbon. The basipie is plainly designed, 
being pointed in front, and llaring at the 
back below the centre seam; but an 
artistic arrangement of Lice tiansfornis it 
into an exceptionall}' dressy garment. 
A rcamd yoke-facing of velvet is applied 
to tho front, and a llecamier Bertha frill 
is gathered to the edges of tho facing. 
An arched collar is preferred to t'l e re- 
gulation "choker" collar. Over the 
high-shouldered aleevea caps of tho lace 
fall almost to the elbows. The hat to be 
worn with this charming costume is a 
mode-lace straw placpie ,and is trimmed 
with lace, pink llowers, and long 
streamers of mode ribbon. Mode Suede 
gloves ivre worn. 

Cliantilly and guipure de Gene aro tho 
most po])ular of the black laces. In tho 
former Uoral and conventional patterns 
ar.3 observed, wdiile the latter shows tlio 
same designs as aro aeon in tho 
whitii laces. Hand-wrought guipure do 
Gene is made of tho liiiest silk and is 
simply unsurpassed for grace and rich- 
ness. There are also imitation guipure ^ 



do Gone laces in black, which aro pretty 
enough when not placed side by side 
with tho hand-mado varieties. Black 
laces aro used in tho same manner as 
white ones, and any tasteful dispopal, 
whether according to prescribed fashion 
or not, will bo appropriate. 

Most of the tea-gowns are made of the 
large gay patterned lndia silk or chal- 
lies. An extremely rich gown is a black 
India silk with horse shoes of tiio natural 
size in pido blue, the ends tied together 
with blue ribbons, which also hold a 
bunch of poppies and forgot-mo-nots; 
this was inado en princosse, tho front 
caught back with blue watered ribbon; 
beneath was a poppy-colored front of 
silk mull with a folded belt of crepe de 
Chino hold by a long paste -liuokle; 
about tho V-shaiiod neck was a ?rill of 
black embroidery idso fm'ming tho cape- 
like sleevo which reached tho elbow, 
while below was a pulled sleeve of tho 
poppy-colored mull. 

A charming house robe having all the 
elements o^ beauty embodied in its make 
and material is of pale- yellow crepon. 

Hie surface embellished with branches of 
lihics and such realistic colors as to seoin 
as if newly plucked from the stock: tho 
bodice is drawn to a deep imint and a 
yellow E.atin girdle overlaid with black 
Irish laco crosses tho front and termin- 
ates in long sash ends voded with lace. 
A pufl'of yellow chiflbn and black laco 
trims tho neck, while about the foot of tho 
skirt is a flounce of lace caught at inter- 
vids with great choux of yellow ribbon. 

Emi)ire tea-gowns of tho soft atrijied 
silks strewn witli the tiniest fiowers, aro 
made with very short full waists cinctured 
by a soft sash or a narrow belt ; a Wat- 
teau plait is gathered on to a yoke of 
heavy lace and fdrma a train ; the foot ia ' 
ornamented with a Greek design executed 
in narrow rilibon ; pale pearl gray veiling 
or crepe is also pretty,., the trimminga be- 
ing of r03e color. 

Morning costumes can be made very 
attractive by using line material, and for 
suMiiiier it is desired that the goods should 
bo of light weight, tlust re|)ellant, and of 
fine texture. 'I'he styles in black drosses 
are more varied than formerly, the prin- 
cess seeming to best fultill tho dcmunda 
for a simple yet elegant costume. A 
princess gown of clairette has no triin- 
iiiing save a plastron front of Courtauld 
crejie, which reaches from neck to foot ; 
at tho neck it is drawn into a scant pulF 
and tinisheil with a bantl of dead jet paa- 
suniontorie, while the front is severely 
plain and crossed by a cincture of the 
jet. The skirt Is en demi train ; the sleeve 
jockeys aro of tho clairette and tho full 
pulled sleeves of crepe. 

The latest thing in a belt buckle is one 
that looks as if very narrow jiink or blue 
ribbon were gathered over it and tho 
ends tied in a little stiff bow. in fact 
these ribbons effects appear in many ways 
and are rather quaint and pretty." i 

Long flat girdlea with tasaelod ends like 
those seen in the pictures of Marguerite 
make a bid for popularity ; they are de- 
cidedly ornate with its clinging gown, and 
are especially adajited to the Princess 
style of dress.

Searchiii!; tlio Ocpun For iin llelr to MlUlonB— 
Tlirt-e Kiiifle Keatbers.

When David B. Totton, of Biiniing- 
hatn, England, passed iiway in tliu sovou- 

■ ty-eighth year of bis ago he left £3,000,- 

■ OOObehiud hinjj werjr' ipound of;' which 
-was to go to his son Dick. The wife had 
teon dead ninny years, and Dick had 
been in Australia four or iivo. Indeed, 
for tho last year and a half ho liad not 
•been hoard from, directly or indirectly, 
•and the boat the Birmingham solicitors 
could do was to advertise for him i.' the 
i Sydney and Melbourne: papers. 

Dick Totten was a queer younR man. 
Ho was about twenty-four when he land- 
ed in Australia. Nature fiad not bal- 
anced his head just rit;ht. Re was given 
to tits and nuiods, and no one liked hiui. 
He loft homo in a huff, as ho had done on 
several olhor occasions, and lio made 
things aboard bhe steamer very uncom 
fortable foi* the other pnssengers on tlie 
voyage out. Me jiicked so many rows 
that the cai)l,uii luid to tliroaton him witli 
irons to tame liiai down. Ho had been 
iu Sydney four hours when he was ar- 
rested for striking a j/rdestrian who ac- 
cident illy jostled luni on a corner. After 
;-n fon- days lie went off up the country, 
and later on « a.s 1 st sight of by every 
ono who knew him. 

When tho news came oub to the colon)' 
that Dick Totten was wanted as the heir 
to §15,000,000 there iv:ih .^oniething of a 
stir. AVheu, three months later, it was 
advertised that a reward of 82,000 would 
' be paid to any one locating him there 
was only one man in all Australia who 
^could come anywhere near it. That man 
■was John >Faulkner, of Melbourne, lie 
had boon n sailor and a sliip carpenter, 
but having lost a leg ho had been com- 
pelled to " job around" and pick up the 
best living ho could. It was .strange in- 
formation ho had to give. It seemed 
that young Totten becauio dis;{usted with 
Australia after traveling about for a cou- 
ple of years, and decided to ryili*. f .'om 
that colony and the world as well. Ono 
day he appeared at Melbourne and began 
searching for a small sailing craft. In 
this search he ran across Faulkner, who 
knew of a small sloop for sale. Tptten's 
tirst idea was to go oil' alone, but when he 
found that no craft which one man could 
manage would bo safe a mile off tho coast 
ho changed his plans. Tho sloop in ques- 
tion could be handled by a crew of three, 
lie- bought her and engaged Faulkner 
and a second man named lloss. He gave 
-his own name as White and his deatina- 
"tion as the Coral sea for a pleasure cruise. 

Tho two men very soon concluded that 
Totten (White) was a little off, but as he 
promised good wages and appeared able 
to manage Inisinoss matters they decided 
to stick by him. It was part and parcel 
of tho agreement that they should not 
mention a word to outsiders, and when 
the sloop left not a maH in Melbourno 
knew anything of her plans. She was 
woll provisioned, and Totten took aboard 
a stock of garden seeds, a quantity of 
lumber, hardware, tools and extra cloth 
ing. Among his jiurchases was one of 
foOO worth of books. He also took with 
him .si.K goats, .■^ix jiigs, two di en hens, a 
do/,eu ducks, a cage of rabbits, two do^eii 
pigeons, a couple of dogs and a parrot. 
The sloop took her departure at night 
and several days later was sighted at sea. 
According to tho story told by Faulkner, 
and everyljcjdy believed in his veracity, 
tho slooj) stood to the north until slio 
leached tlie New (luinea islands. If you 
have a chart (jf that .sua you will liud its 
northern border composed of islands, 
great and small. They number at least 
500 in all, ranging from a mere dot of land 
, across which you can throw a pebble, to 
islands inhabited by L',000 natives. 

For many days the slooji w:;h dodging 
about among the islands to tiiid one to 
suit Totten. Heat length solected one 
about two miles long by one mile in 
breadth. A portion of it was covered 
with forest and tho remainder was a for- 
tilo plain. There was a large spring of 
fresh water, no signs of inliabitaiits, and 
when ho had inspected it ho anncjunced 
his intention of entering ujion a Crusoe 
life. The cargo was unloaded, tlio goods 
carried up to a spot which he selected for 
the site of his house and the two men 
were with him for a week or more. When 
everything was safely landed ho gave 
them their wages for six months, presen- 
ted Faulkner with the sloop and ordered 
them oil'. That it might not be ea.sy to 
find him should search bo made, he took 
Away the sloop's compass. The nion hesi- 
tated to go without it, but he became so 
enraged that they feared violence and put 
to sea. 

Fortunately when abcjut one hundred 
miles south they caino across a tr.ading 
vessel, which sold them a compass and 
gave them a chart and the course, and 
after a great deal of knocking abimt they 
reached Melbourne. That is, Faulkner 
did, but Ross died at sea throe days I)e- 
foro of some strange fever. Fortunately 
for tho survivor he had spoken a shij), 
and she was lying to beside him when his 
mate died. Otlierwis - 't might have been 
suspected that he had made way with 
him. Faulkner had nothing to say on 
his return, and it was only when he be- 
came convinced that White was Totten 
and the missing heir that he o'.no fm-- 
ward and told the •whole story. 

By the time a IMelbourne solicitor had 
been om[)owered to send out .a searching 
exiiedition a full two years ha<l elapsed. 
There was a wait to find the right sort of 
craft and another for the bad weather 
season to pass, and when tho search was 
finally entered upon Dick 'I'ottcn had 
boen playing llobinson Crusoe for over 
two years and a half. 'J'he craft char- 
tered for the search was a topsail Hchocjii- 
or of 300 tons burden, carryinff a crow <jf 
«oven men, and tho solicitor sent one of 
his clerks along as his legal reprosenta- 
tivo. As T was mato of tho craft 1 am 
3])fjiking liy tho card in giving you .all 
these particulars. Tho captain was a 
man named iMonroe, who had long been 
in iht) Now Zealand trade. l''aulknei- 
was taken along as cook, and our dejiar- 
turo cieate<l (jiiito a stir thraughoat A-j;: 
trall'i. It is probably tihe only oase on 
record where a shii) had to be chartered 
to search ih'J ocean for tho solo heir to an 
enorinoiiB forttiiio. 

You will liguro that it was a very easy 
thiiiK to Btoor for the Coral sea and have 
I'^ftulknor i)oiut out the island on wliicli 
Totten had taken up his abode, but we 
ijbund dillicultics from tho very outset. 



Totton had a chart of tlie Obral sea, but 

ho had not allowed Faulkner to inspect | 
it. Tho latter, therefore, could not say j 
what islands had lirat boon sighted.- He ^ 
could not bo certain of the course stoored 
afterward. Our only way was to visit 
and search every one, unless wo happen- 
ed to fall in with riatiires or a trader who 
could givo us'defiriitoi information. 

Wo steered a cr^urso for Louisiado arch- 
ipelago, which is about opposite and to 
tho east of Capo York, on tho mainland. 
Here within an area of thirty square miles 
are no less than twenty-two small islands. 
In some cases tho channels between thom 
were navigable ; in others wo had lo aoiid 
in the yawl. Each and every island was 
explored, but without giving us any tid- 
ings. One island looked like another to 
Faulkner, and we soon found that Ko v;as 
all upside down. W.ion wo had finished 
with the archipelago we steere-l to tlio 
northeast ai.id picked up island after is- 
land without scoring a point. At the 
Woodlark group wo came across a trading, 
schooner which giWt) us a bit of iuforma- 
ti in. Her captain repotted that he had 
attempted to land on a small island about 
six y miles to tho east to replenish liis 
water casks, but had been lired upon by 
some one concealed in ll;e bushes and 
driven off. That was eighteen inonths 
previously. His description of tho island 
tallied pretty woll with Faulkner's and 
we at once set out in search. 

Tho trader's information as to location 
and distance was indelhiitc, and whilo 
sailing to tho east we stopped to cxiunino 
every uninhabited island which promised 
us a clew. Ono day in searching an is- 
land which Faulkner was almost sure was 
tho one, Totten had been left on, I ran 
across an old camp which had previously 
been occupied by several men for somo 
days or weeks. Thoy had built rude 
shelters, cut down many small trees for 
Urewood, and there wore many relics of 
their stay. I found some things which at 
f)iico added a very serious face to our fur- 
ther search. I picked up three books 
which had .doubtless been of tho number 
carried out by Totton, and also found 
some seeds, three or four pieces of crock- 
ery and a hand mirror. As soon as Faulk- 
ner hiid landed ho was sure he had never 
set foot in that jilaco before. Wo ex- 
plored tho island from side to side and 
from ond to end, and it was found to bo 
anything but the ono tho sailor had lived 
on for a week or ten days. 

Wo now feared tho worst. On all tho 
inhabited islands of the Ooral 86* is a 
class of men called "beachcombers." 
They are sailors, traders, wreckers, thieves 
and w(nse. Anything whicli can be car- 
ried oil is their prey, and half a dozen of 
thom often band together and take i)03- 
session of some small island. If these 
men had discovered Totten on his island 
home thoy would not hesitate at murder 
in order to secure his possessions. Tho 
relics found in the old camp seemed to 
provo robbery at least. Totten had n ) 
boat and could not leavo his island, if 
any ono had visited him he would not 
have presented thom with the books, as 
the uncut leaves proved he had not yet 
perused thom himself. It was almost 
without hope that wo continued tho 
.search. 

On the fourth clay after wo struck the 
right island at last, though Faulkner de- 
clared ho had never sot eyes on it before. 
This was because he had approached it 
from the scuth with the sloop, whereas 
we now approached it from tho northern 
side. Wo did not know it to be the right 
island until some time after landing. The 
schooner wa.s (jbliged to cast anchor about 
half a mile off the beach, and 1 then went 
ashore with tho men. A heavy growth 
I'f trees and bus.hes came right down to 
high water mark. Tho three of us sot 
out to cross to tho south side, and we had 
made our way for about half a milo when 
we caught siglit of a goat and also heard 
a roiis'er crow. A few minutes later a 
dog barked .and then we knew for certain 
that we liiul at last found the hiding place 
of the missing heir. The dog presently 
appeared to view, bui ho looked wild and 
half starved, and with all our coaxing wo 
could not bring him nearer. 

•'If the man was here, that dog would 
lot look and act that way," observed ono 
of the men. 

I had the same thought, and believing 
that we wore on the point of making 
somo sad discovery, 1 ordered a return 
to the beach and had the men pull oil for 
the captain and the lawyer's clerk. There 
were five of us, and wo struck into the 
forest again. When we reached its south- 
ern edge we saw a rude board shanty a 
few rods before u.s, the dour of which was 
open and swinging in tho breeze. .Some 
fowls wore walking abouc, and wo could 
hear pigs grunting in Ihe bushes. Tho 
dog which wo had seen before now salu- 
ted us from a mass of rocks surrounding 
tho s])iing. On the lawn around the 
house were scattered leaves of books, 
articles of clothing, broken boxes and 
many buttles, and as we looked about the 
c.iptain said : 

" The beachcombers have been here, 
and wo shall find only tho bones of tho 
man we seek !" 

We first moved down to the house. It 
contained only one r^om, and tho floor 
was littered with books, botlles, secdaand 
various other things, lioxes had been 
broken ojien and their contents euiptied, 
bub amid all bhe confusion it could bo 
seen that nothing of real value was left, 
in and about tho door were a score of 
bullet holes.

Via figured it 
out th/it Totton had lirst boon attacked in 
his lii/usH. lie had a good supply of fire- 
arms and amnmnilioii. As lie wiis doubt- 
•.ni.able to return the fire of hi.l assail- 
ants from tho shanty ho had charged out 
and ensconced himself among tho rocks. 
How long ho had stood thom olf no ono 
could say, but ho had mflde a good fight 
of it before being struck down. 

When wo left the island wo look with 
us the skelet(jn and everything hearing 
on tho casB. Wo ttioii sponli six wookn 
cruising about in search of a clow to tliu 



murderers. We ran across a trader who 

had seen six beachcombers in a craft in 
tliu neighliorhood of tho island. \Vo 
found a native with one of Totten'a gUiiD, 
which he had bought of a v/hito man. 
Wo found men who had seen tho other 
dog. Wo found somo more of the books 
and a medicine chenb, bub we failed to 
lay hands on the guilty parties, and to 
this day they have gone unpunished for 
that dastardly crirao. As near aa we 
could fix it the murder took place at least 
a year before wo roaohod tho island. Our 
search proved the death of the legal lieir, 
and tho mdlions of money went to tho 
next of kin^. who had been old Totten's 
bitterest enemies for many'long years.

PEACTICAL FOULTB\ RAISING- 

By T. A. WnUtU, Weston, Ont.] 

■Boforo launohiiig into tlio sea of details 
that no to mako up tho sum Uiiixl of 
nioderu poultry koopin),', r. faw pruSatory 
remarks may not bu out uf jilaco. 

I'hoso articles aro written not merely 
from a fauoiur's enthusiasm, but aro this 
staid opinion and oxpeiiencos of one who 
has devoted many years uf study to this 
' fascinating pursuit. Whilst the writer 
admires well bred fowls as much as any 
man livinp;, and has himsolf bred many 
prize wiimors, yet the chief object sought 
■during all those years of exporimenting 
has been "utility." 

No matter how handsome afoul you 
'may breed, it may bo a jiaragon of beauty, 
■ but unless it is hardy and a good layer, ur 
■-a good table, fowl, we have :io use for it; 
we live iii an aminontly practical age, and 
tho creaeuro that is not solf-siipporting 
bo it fowl or man, is considered a pour 
stick at bust, and sooner or later uiust 
' conio to grief. in tin? cunneetion it 
■should be borne in mind, that whilst we 
''bipods are admittedly sellish, our fowls 
'eclipse us in this particular; possibly be- 
■bauBe they'laok the knack of conceal- 
ing their faults, at any rate we will bo 
•charitable to our feathered friends, and 
take Uiis view of the matter. 

No hen that ever graced or disgraced 
tho barn-yard had tho remotest iiilcntiun 
of laying one solitary egg moro than the 
number necessary to satisfy her own re- 
qairenienta; and this number is generally 
about one dozen. She then proceeds to 
sit on them with a view to roproducii.g 
her species; here we havu in a nut-shell, 
tho object of hens in laying : it is (juito 
true that hen lay a great many 
mora eggs than sho hatches, but this is 
because lior owner is constantly robbii>g 
her, and slio either has to lay moro, or 
give up her incul;:iting selienifi in despair. 
Biddy is a firm believer in the old saw, — 
"If at first you don't succeed, try, try 
aaain," and with admirable persistence 
she will keep on laying as long as the 
eggs are removed, until sho is utterly in- 
capable of producing another, then her 
mind'is quite made up to ait, and sit sho 
•will, in spite of all tho remonstrances of 
her owner, even if she gets nothing but a 
china egg, or the Imre floor to sit upon. 
' It is clearly then this daily 'removal of 
tho eggs, coupled with tho fact that for 
very many years poultry keepers liavo 
annually selected their best layers to 
breed from, that has transformed a bird 
that in a state of nature would ■ lay only 
about two dozen eggs in a year, into a 
.veritable egg machine producing as many 
'as fifteen dozen in some' instances, in that 
spaeo of time. This fact alone, should be 
sutiicient to convince tho ni 'st sceptical 
of the great possibilities of careful breed- 
'ing ; why people will continuo to keep a 
''lot of uncouth mongrels, possessing neith- 
. 'ei: intrinsic worth nor outward beauty, is 
'•one of the conundrums that no breeder 
•of choice fowls can solve. Most people 
who keep such wretched specimens of 
poultry, will tell you, " they don't pay," 
and this, it is to bo presumed, is their 
reason for not getting something bettor. 

It is tho writer's intention to sIkjw in 
these articles that fowls will pay and pay 
handsomely too, if you have the right 
kind of fowls, and keep them in a ration- 
al manner ; it is partly for such people 
th.it these articles were written ; but moro 
particularly for tho farmers of our land, 
who almost withcmt oxcei)tion keep fowls; 
tho ijoiiltry however, str.ingely enough, 
seems to be tho most neglected braiieli of 
Agriculture : Why in tho name of com- 
mon sense do farmers keep fowls in utter 
neglect, and put forth such gigantic exer- 
'.tions to raise an acre or two of turnips ? 

If they aro candid about it, they will tell 
you that tho reason is simply this, tho tur- 
ni])s will not thrive at all without a certain 
amount of attention, whilst the fowls 
•will ; the turnips must; be looked after, or 
abandoned, whilst tho fowls even under 
■complete neglect yield some return. 

Poes it not seem utter folly then, to 
neglect that which possesses such sterling 
ivorth ; would it not pay to give your 
fowls moro attention 't Ijot us reason to- 
gether. "SVhy are you fanning at all / 
Doubtless you will reply, " to make 
money." Such being the case, why not 
grow that which will bring you the most 
money ?

TAKING CARE OF FURS. 

Furs and woollen garments should be 
jiacked away during April, Ijefury the 
moth miller and tho bull'alo beetle are 
ready to lay their eggs. When either of 
these creatures have once taken up their 
habitation in either fur or wool, neither 
camphor, pepper, cedarwood, nor tobacco 
will drive them away, and tho eggs will 
hatch out in a cedar chest or in an atmos- 
phere impregnated with camphor and 
probably with any other preventative, 
and tho grub will go on with his accus- 
tomed work, perfectly satisfied with his 
Kurroundings. Tho beetle, however, 
avoids all the so-called preventive.^, and 
will not lay its eggs in any auli.'itance 
which is impregnated with them, ^'oither 
will it'select a garment in regular use for 
its jjurposo. If all stray woollens and 
furs not in use are put away oven in sim- 
ple newspapers in which pieces of cam- 
phor gum have been laid, little danger 
may ho apprehended from the ravages of 
moths. 

These in.sects especially dislike the light 
of day, and are more likely to t-ake iiji 
their habitation in sorio old woollen gar- 
ment or cast-off fur cape, hung up in a 

'dark closet, than anywhere else. Having 
onco secured an abiding place it is doubt- 
ful how far their ravages will extend. It 
is necessary, therefore, that a housekeep- 
er should have no " clutter places" at this 

'season. The closets should Ijo in order, 
and there should bo no clump of old wool 
left in the corners as an invitation to 
moths. If these precautions aro observed 
there is no necessity for insuring valuable 
fur.s. Long garments slionlil bu siinply 
hung ui) in a cotton hivs, made of stout, 
unbleached muslin, witli pieces of cam- 

■ phor or tar pajjor pinned ai'iniiiil so as to 
insure a powerful odor of tho jn-eventivo.

valuable land for building its road that its 
head immediately swelled, and ever since 
then tho poor farmers along its line have 
had no rights. 

Tlio New England road is very gcntJo- 
manly, and even its railroad hands, tli ^.y 
tell me, are manicured every d^y. Yet 
it is not so cordial as some roads. 1 came 
nearer freezing to doatli last winter on 
the Now England road than I ever did in 
a snow blockade on the Union Pacific. 

Tlio study of the personal peculiarities 
of railroads in the United .States is a very 
interesting one indeed to me. 1 have 
been thrown among all kinds of railroads 
this season, but novcr so hard as I was by 
tho Baltimore and Ohio. It was on the 
. Baltimore and Ohio that I passed a very 
'restless night once in lower eleven. Up- 
per eleven was occupied by a boy who 
was car sick. Of course the rougli road 
was to blame mostly for it, but the things 
lie had eaten. VKiuld ilisturb anybody's di- 
gestion a little, 1 think, lie did not try 
to conceal anything from me. He was 
perfectly frank with mo regarding the 
matter. 

T am glad to notice in tho matter of 
liighway.s tliHt ccniiitr_v ronds are attract- 
.^^/iig a gn.jil deal of iulor. .st. Two u'reat 
'^jTrngai'.iiies have rectmtly printed excellent 
articles on the subject, and the wiiolo 
country ia waking up to tho fact that mil- 
lions of dollars annually go toward rond- 
building that might as well go to the bot- 
tom of Lake Victoria Nyanza. 

Our wagon ruads throughout the coun- 
try are generally :i disgrace to civilisation, 
and before we undertake to sujiidy .r;ieger 
underwear and seal.skiii covered Biljles 
with (lexible backs to tiio African, it 
might be wU to put a few dtjUars into 
the relief of galled and brckou do\sn 
horso.i tliat have lost their health on our 
miserable highways. 

The country system, tis I recall it, was 
in my boyhood at'out as poor and insulli- 
cient as it could well be. Kach towuHlii]) 
was divided up into road districts, and 
each, road district was presided over by 
an overseer of highways, whoso duty it 
was to collect so many clays' work or so 
many dollars from each taxpayer in the 
district. Of course no taxpayer would 
pay a dollar when ho could como and 
make mud pies on tho rotid all day tuid 
visit and gossip with tho neighbors and 
save his dollar too. Tho result seemed 
to bo that the work done was misdirected 
and generally an injury to tho road. 
With all due rospoot to the farmer, I will 
state ri^glit here that ho does not kno\v 
how to iiiidcu roads. An all wise I'rovi- 
deiico never intended that ho should 
know. Tho professional rotidhuiklor, 
with the money used by iguonuit saphoads 
and 'self made road architects, would in a 
fow years make roads in tho United 
States over which two or three times the 
present sized load could bo easily drawn, 
and tho dumb boasts of tho republic 
would rise up and call us blessed for do- 
ing it. 

But things are looking hriglitor all tho 
time.' Even North Carolina is beginning 
to wake up, .:Vshevillo has sold her street 
bonds, and Buncombe countjrifuUy^. real- 
izes that good highways wiU'ihakoi' it a 
paradise, while poor ones will scare away 
evorythinf]^ but tho buzzards. 

Tho other day we ran across a young 
man who was formerly a caterer for a big 
Broadway reataurant. Now he is run^

, .'Cii-so of an evening told us , a good 
"'^ .»< about the Kow York waiter and 
oattiYor. 

''There is'& regular system," ho said, 
" governing waiters in New Y''t)rk, and 
1 'Vho man wlio is not in it gets left awuy 
behind. "Waiters do not of course _ de- 
pend upon their salaries, and notentirely 
on their tips. At big dinners no one 
knows just exactly what quantity of any- 
thing is aotuidly used, especially the 
wine. 

In tho kitchen two bottles out of each 
case returned bottom up in the cusio at 
once, which means that they are onipty. 
They are clear gain. Then you know 
waiters are instructed to keep llio glasses 
full, so even the host does not know how 
many glasses are actually consumed at 
tho table, for glasses half and two-thirds 
full are lilleu up as well as those llmt are 
empty. Many guests do not drink or 
smoke. Their wino and cigars of course 
become tho projjorty of tho waiter. 

At the big balls, like tho Arlon, liie 
waiters, if on good terms Vi'ith tlie head 
waiter, tip him a little and get desirable 
boxes to wait on, lioxes occupied by 
wealthy and liberal i)eoi)lo. With twi> 
such boxes, and if he is able to " put up" 
for two he will, of course, for thus be eiui 
serve wino in a way to make each box pay 
for the same bottle. With sueii a chance, 
I say, the waiter easily makes twenty-tivo 
to lifty dollars in one evening, and then 
before the dance is over takes oil' his 
badge and dances witli ore of tho society 
^irls, chastely swinging lier two times on 
tho corner with great dell'ereuc^ and 
aplomb. 

" Tho waiter also cats tho titbits, the 
best pieces of tho steak, the liver and 
tenderloin of the terrapin and the eggs 
and lliis of tho green turtle. 

"A waiter friend of mine at Coney Is- 
land made eight di llais in ono day with a 
bone." 

' ' How was tliat j" 

" Well, he iiad a sirloin steak bono and 
used it on all his siiloii; customers. He 
would get a cheap fortj' cent steak in the 
kitchen and uisert this bono underneath 
it en route, then lie wouki i^sk if the 
guest would have it carved, and of course 
the guest would. Then ho would bring 
the sirloin steak as ordered, with the bone 
apparently cut out and laid on one side. 
After the guest was through, Mr. Waiter 
again took jjossossion of the bone, which 
ho l:ept under his jacket ready for atiotli- 
er two dollar sirloin steak victim." 

Waiters aro often, I am afraid, some- 
what given to this sort of thing, especial- 
ly at the seaside resort.s. So also arj tlie 
proprietors. I am glad if the waite.s get 
even with some of the robbers' root.ts in 
which they aro employed. 

()uce 1 thougiit i Would like p. clam- 
bake at Long Branch. I had done well 
the previous winter playing to standing 
room only, and so I said to t'vve or three 
friend.9 ; " Let us make merry. Beliold 
the clam is white for the harvest. We 
will Ro oven unto Pleasure bay and we 
will open a watermelon." 

And wo went forth. We h.-id a quart 
of uushueked clams with drawn butter. 
It; was drawn by an amateur artist from 
Throgg's Neck. We al.so had a ■water- 
melon. Tliat wa.? all. In Now England 
this meal would have been seventy-five 
cents or ono dollar perhaps. 

Our bill was twenty-three dollars, with- 
utwiiio.

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Gold Exports to Europe— The Finan- 
cial Frospect More than Ordin- 
arily Favorable.

Tho Wall street markets continue 
vacillating and uncertain, though fairly 
active. During tho week, "bear" in- 
lluencos have preponderated. London 
has shown somo disposition to realize, 
notwithstanding the growing ease in 
money, tind the selling hero on Loudon 
account has stiimd.-iteti the export of gold, 
which has all'ectcd the stock market un- 
favorably. The uncertainty ab.iut 
the relations botweon tho Peiiii.sylvaiiia 
Railrood and tho combined anthracite 
roads continues to throw a certain de- 
gree of doubt arrjiind that group of 
stocks; while the weather has contributed 
nothing towards solving tho uncertiunty 
that hangs around crop pro.speets. The 
tendency of prices has been downwird. 
At the same limo, the "bull" side main- 
tains its courage and shows no abate- 
ment of confidence, but seems (piite 
willing to allow ample rope to the bears 
for creatii:g a "short" interest. The 
marlcet is initurally sensitive to the ex- 
ports of gold, and the current ahipmonts 
dispose some operators to curtail tran- 
sactions until ii. becomes more apparent 
what dimensions tho movement is likoly 
to assume. 

Thus far this year, we Imvo exported 
from New York abruit 51(!,500,000 of 
g(dd and imported S(i,O0O,0O0, making 
the net exiiort $10,.")U0,O0U. For the 
live years i>S.S7 tu 1801 inelusivo, the net 
export of the United States, for the lirst 
four months of tliis year,- averaged only 
84,700,000; so that wo aro about 80,000,- 
000 in advance of the usual movement; 
and '.ve might infer that this success 
should tend to diminish future shipments. 
We have to anticipate, however, a larger 
outflow fnllowing this; month. Ju tho 
years iS'JO, '89, '88 and '87, the net ox- 
Iiorts of gold for the'whole country, for 
tho months of May, Juno and .July, 
averaged 810,000,000, which may be 
taken as a normal movement for that 
])erio(-l of the yetir. Slumld tho excess in 
the last four months, above referred to, 
be credited agiiiust this ,?15, 000,000, it is 
inferable that tho ne.xt three month's ex- 
p.u'ts requirements may amount to about 
810,000,000, after allowing for next 
Saturday's shipment; which ia nota pros- 
pect to excite any uneasiness, 

Tho imports have been swelled beyond 
(Ordinary limits by the pressure of Euro- 
jiean manufacturers to find an outlet. 
The surjdus products accumulated abroad 
have caused largo \leclinea in prices, 
which has induced somo of uur importers 
to buy more freely than ordinarily, Tho 
value tliatt heso consignments niayreali/.e 
will, as a rule, be very different from that 
at which they are entered at the custom 
houses ; and, to this extent, the ligures of 
imports are swelled considerably above 
the remittances that will have to be made. 
In tho majority of cases, the consignees 
make remittance of a cortiiin percentage 
of the value of the goods in ad\ aiico ; and 
it is not im])robal)le that such iiayments 
may have niarerially contributed to swell 
s])ecie exports. The increiiaintr ease in 
money at all the European centres may bo 
expected to prove some check upon our 
export of gold. Thursday's reduction of 
the Bank of England rate to 2 per oeut is 
calculated to encourage this drift towards 
etise, luid may be ex]iected to foster iii- 
veatiiient in our securities. 

The position of the grain trade seenis 
to forecast probabilities favorable to our 
retention of gold. The important infor- 
mation as to tho situation produced by 
the great f;unine (jf Russia warrants the 
conclu^iion th/it no export of grain may be 
exjiected from that country out of the 
next crop, and it is likely to recjuire yean- 
to restore Russia to her former status as 
a avurce of cereal su])plies. A very largo 
hiatus in tho world's product of broud- 
stufl's is thus created. Tho inference is 
that, if we liave another good en))i year, 
we shall realize iiigber prices for our 
gr.uii ; and, if we should have a ])u'ir 
crop, the consequent still higher prices 
obtaiiietl for tlie sur[)lus of one hundred 
million bushel.-! of wheat to be carried 
over into tho coming crop year will bo an 
abundant compensation for tho failure, 
wiiil.st we shall be likely to be enabled to 
keep our stock" of gold in good shape. 
Thus the jjrosjiect for tho future of our 
agricultural interest and for tho railroad 
interest so directly deiieiident upon it 
may bo regarded as more than ordinarily 
.satisfactory.

Some interesting particulars aro given 
in Russian journals of xMiss K. Marsden's 
adventurous and iutrejjid journey into 
tho far dis'.'int province of Yakutsk, to 
seek the plant which in India she had 
heard was to be obtained in this Kussiau 
province, and which was a specific healer 
of lepro.sy. After arriving at Yakutsk 
she still had to journey about 100 miles 
into tho iirinioval forest, trying <m her 
journey to do good as she weiit hy giving 
New Testaments and heliiing the side ; 
but in spite of help from tho Russian of- 
ficials her journey was full of dangers on 
water and land — from wild horses and 
bears, adventures on a raft on tho River 
Lenti, and danger of being taken as a spy, 
for, siiy the Russians, none go to Yakutsk 
of their ov^ free will. For two months 
she roile with a wooden, saddle on a Ya- 
kutsk horse, without either wiialiing or 
dressing ; and at the end of this journey 
she beheld tho miseries of the poor lepers 
.she had set out to aid. To those lepers 
who are free from the disease aro bitterly 
cruel, for they fear tho disease them- 
selves. When anyono ia seized, bo it 
mother or child, father or b,,;., they are 
driven somo leagues into tho forest. 
There, in a liuL of dung and branches, 
they must live alone and suffer. Only 
tho oldest clothes are given them, and 
their food is brought near to their huts, 
daily, weekly, and even monthly. Small 
wonder a(nno of these jioor wretches liave 
said "death was their only friend ;" and 
yet some live twenty years in this semi- 
stivago state. Ono case Miss Marsden 
found in this fm^est of a mother who per- 
sisted that a hut should bo built for her 
as well as her child, though at a distance 
from it, and in secret this mother was 
nursing her child at night, though had it 
been known she too would have been 
driven into tho wilderness. When it be- 
came known that Miss Slarsden had come 
to help tho leper.s, a group came to her 
ono evening and sat at her lire — many 
without lingers, others who could not 
speak. One poor wretch brought her a 
fish to eat. She has collected means now 
to astablish a colony that they may be 
better fed and clothed ; and in a Siberian 
nunnery she found six nuns willing to go 
and nurso them. Tho plant she went to 
seek she found ; but only to discover that 
it does not cure, though it alleviates the 
suffviringB of these poor leper outcasts. — 
Western Morning News.

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SATURN. 

There can \o no doubt that any nt- 
nipt to depict the rings of Saturn only 
represents the salient features of that 
marvidlous system. We are situated at 
such a groat distance that all objects not 
of colossal dimensions aro invisable. Wo 
have, iudood, only nn outline, which 
makes us wish to bo able to lill in the 
details. Wo lotig, for instance, to see 
10 actual texture of tho rings, and to 
aril ()f what materials they are made: 
e wish to comprehend the strange and 
lihny crape riuL', so unlike any other ob- 
ject known to us in the heavens. There 
is no doubt that much may yet bo learned 
under all the disadvantogeous circumstan- 
ces of our position ; there is still room 
for tho labor of whole genorations of as- 
tronomers provided \sit\\ splendid instru- 
ments. We want accurate drawings of 
Saturn under every conceivable aspect in 
which it may be presented. Wo want 
incessantly reneated measurements, of 
the most fastidious accuracy. These 
measures are to toll us tho sizes and the 
shapes of the rings ; thoy aro to measure 
with fidelity the position of the dark lines 
and the boundaries of the rings. Those 
measures are to be protracted for genera- 
tions and for centuries ; then and then 
only can terrestrial astronomers learn 
wdiether this elaborate system has really 
the attributes of permanence, or whether 
it may be undergoing changes of marvel- 
lous rapidity when the gigantic nature of 
the objects involved is considornd. — ^'Clio 
Story of tho Heavens.
